C.B. Rogers & Co. $5 



10031 Cedar Key, Florida. Messrs C.B. Rogers & Co. ND (18xx). 
$5. PMG Very Fine 25. Remainder. Imprint of Corties, 
Macy & Co. of Nassau, NY. Uniface. Printed in black with 
green underprint. Two girls at top left. “CEDAR KEY, 
FLORIDA” near top center.” MESSRS C.B. ROGERS & CO.” 
at center. Five Dollar counter at lower left. For a period from 
1850 to 1885 the city of Cedar Key was the most important 
city on the west coast of Florida from the panhandle to 
Key West. It served as the main port for the region and was 
important in the shipping, logging, and fishing industries. 
Charles B. Rogers was born in Pittsboro, North Carolina 
in 1852. At the age of seventeen he moved to Cedar Key, 
Florida where he did clerical work for the Florida Railroad. 
After a few months he went into the general merchandise 
business in Cedar Key, eventually forming C.B. Rogers & Co. 
which eventually grew into a large and successful wholesale 
grocery house with a headquarters in Jacksonville. The 
bustling city of Cedar Key reached its peak in 1885 when 
nearby Tampa, aided by a new railroad, began stealing 
away the bulk of the economic activity of the gulf coast. 
The Cedar Key location of C.B. Rogers & Co. continued to 
operate at least until 1896 when it was severely damaged by 
a hurricane. This $5 Remainder is the only example we can 
trace from this Florida issuer. It is well printed on still strong 
paper. Some minor rust mentioned by the grading service 
affects very little. This is a fantastic new Florida find that is 
to be treasured by one lucky collector for years to come.

In order to 
ensure the flow of supplies in and out of the Southern states 
the Confederacy relied on a network of blockade runner 
ships, mostly privately owned, that could sneak through 
or out run the Union ships that maintained the blockade. 
These ships were built for speed and maneuverability and an 
estimated 2,500 to 2,800 attempts to run Union blockades 


were made with about an 80% success rate realized. The 
share certificates offered here were issued in order to raise 
funds for the production of the blockade runner ships. These 
certificates are fascinating relics of an important aspect of the 
Confederate war and economic effort. 

The Atlantic Steam Packet Company of the Confederate States 
ran cotton to the Bahamas and returned with goods imported 
from Europe. This bond for five $1000 shares comes printed 
on blue paper. A steamship is seen at top center. This bond 
was issued to George W. Williams & Co. A company seal is 
embossed into the bond at lower right. The company owned 
the steamer Kate Gregg which made four successful runs in 
late 1864 and early 1865 and survived the war. Likely an R-7 
with perhaps five or so known. A couple of folds and minor 
foxing are seen.

Eventually Lamar 
and his partners agreed to the Confederate governments 
demands. The company imported much needed goods for 
Georgia troops, but was unable to export enough cotton to 
be profitable. A R-6 with around 10 known. A well inked 
impression is seen on paper that displays just moderate 
wear.

The company became known 
as the “Bee Company” and its sale of imported goods were 
known as “Bee Sales”. This was because of Bees strong 
association with the company. The largest shareholder was 
rival John Fraser and Co. which held 9 14 shares of the initial 
100. In April 1862 the company undertook its first of many 
ventures. It was the largest and most successful of all the 
blockade runner companies and it more than paid back 
investors for their investment. Total dividends paid during 
the war totaled $9,000 and 120 English pounds per share. 
The company concluded operations on January 20, 1865. 
After the war, company assets were sold in Europe and an 
additional dividend of 70 English pounds was paid to close 
the books. R-5 with about a dozen examples known. The 
paper is lightly toned.

The Celt was carrying a valuable load of cotton when it 
sunk which later ended up in the hands of occupying union 
forces. This is a wonderful certificate that displays just a few 
light folds.

1. We have the privilege tonight of offering for the first time to 
the collecting community this incredible serial number 1 Five 
Dollar Brown Back from the First National Bank of Medicine 
Lodge, Kansas. This note represents a remarkable feat of 
survival as just $285 of the banks total issue of $40,060 in 
National Currency remained outstanding in 1910. This note 
is the only known surviving example of National Currency 
issued by the bank. 

The town of Medicine Lodge is located in Barber County. 
Before the area was settled by whites it was occupied by 
the Kiowa people who believed the nearby Medicine Lodge 
River, or A-yadalda Pa as they called it, was sacred due to the 
high content of healing Epsom salts in the river. The Kiowa 
constructed a tabernacle a few miles south of the present day 
town for the celebration of their annual sun dance in 1866. 
The area was also the site of the Medicine Lodge Treaties 
signed between the United States and a number of different 
Plains Indians tribes including the Kiowa, Comanche, 
Apache, Arapaho and Cheyenne. 

A group of white settlers led by John Hutchinson founded 
the town of Medicine Lodge on a 400 acre site north of 
the confluence of Elm Creek and Medicine Lodge River in 


February 1873. The sleepy rural Kansas town grew slowly, 
aided by a bustling local livestock trade. The First National 
Bank received its charter there on September 24, 1884. 

The bank issued only Five Dollar Brown Backs in sheets of 
four notes each. A total of 2003 sheets were issued by the 
bank before it was liquidated on March 1, 1894. The note 
offered here this evening is the Plate C note from the first 
sheet of notes ever issued by the bank. Medicine Lodge had 
one other note issuing national bank, the Citizens National 
Bank of Medicine Lodge, which operated from late 1886 until 
early 1891.

Terms & Conditions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. 
Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale 
consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment 
agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids 
on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyers Pre¬ 
mium charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in any 
auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, 
principals, officers or employees.

indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable.
